WHY TIN MINING
WAS A FAILURE

Cussiterite or black tin was Arst
identitled in the Black Hille in 18706
a8 stream tin in the gold dust frow
the northern Hills. The second die-
covery was made in Elk guleh, in the
southern Hills, in April, 1877,

In June, 1883, specimens of a
durk, heavy miveral from the KEtta
mine proved wo be onseiterite of ex-
cellent quality, At the time of the
discovery of the cassiterite the Etta
was being explored for miean. Thiw
work censed quioky and the property
in 1884 came into the possession of
the Harney Peak Tiv Miniog,. Mill-
fog & Munufacturing company.

And to this sawe Hurney Peuk
Tin company is due the blighting
handicap that for the past ten years
bas killed tin miniog io the Blaok
Hille wnd the United States, for in
the Black Hille ouly are there pros:
pects of tiv iu paying quantities,

The Hurney Peak company evi-
dently started out with the purpose
of legitimately mining and produocing
tin, They soon opened up the
richest tin ever found in any tin
mining  distriet in  the world,
Nevernl carlonde of the rieh tin rock
were shipped to England for treat-
ment und exhibition. Such rich
tin ore had never been seen there and
orented a great furore among the
Englishmen and owners of the Corn
wall tin mines, which had never
played out in their production of tin
since Hrst discovered by the
Phoenicians, us chronicled by
Heordotus, 400 years before Christ,

The Euoglishmen had plenty of
money for mining investments and
particulurly for good tin mines, s
to the everlwsting permanency of
which they kuew from thelr own
Corpwall mines, whioh had produced
fortunes for many generntions of
owners, They were clamorous for
stock In the Black Hill tin mines,
This opportunity to gather in millious
of good Eunglish money by a colossal
stock-selling sobeme was too great u
temptution for James Wilson, who
wus the promoter of the compeny
and the warch conspirator of the
whole swindle,

Reanlizing It would take & pumber
of yenrs to develop tin prospects into
mines and bring them to their zenith
of production, the orignial plan for
producing tin wus abundoned for the
more rapid road to fortune, capital-

izing, printing aod wselling wstock,
Accordingly n gigantic oorporation,
capitulized at  BIH,000,000, was

organiezd to take over the small
company aud leave millions of stock

put into operations of of the oom-
yany. Mr. Wilson, the promoter of
the company, was induced to go to
Eogland, where he was arrested, but
died before his trinl was reached.
It in alleged that of the whole oapi-
tulization of 220,000,000, not over
2,000,000, was spent for the com-
pany, and of that much went for
promotion expenses, wasteful ex-
travugance, the purchase of worthless
mining claime from insiders at big
prices, until over 1,100 such olalme
were owned by the company, and for
useless nssessment holes and develop-
ment of such worthless claims.

It bas been clalmed and published
over the wurld by unfriendly skeptios
that the short run of the mill demon
strated that there I8 no pay tin ore
in the Black Hills. The faots are
that the mill was ran by the bullders
and not by the company, to see how
muoh tin was in the rook. The
money had besn put.up.to pay for the
mill when completed and was run by
the builders only, fur the purpose of
demonstrating that it would treat
the stipulated number of tona (260)
per day nnd save the tin, whioh it
did. No smelter was ever erected to
reduce the metallio tin, the onssiter-
Ite snved by the mill, and is still
stored at the mill, except what wae
shipped away. 1t was then apparent
no more stook ocould be sold on seo-
nount of the suit for an accounting
and a receiver, about to be com-
menced, sand the whole operation,
wine shut down and since its prop-
ertios have been tled up in ltigation
for the past ten yeurs, Thus haws the
tin  production of America been
sundbagged and disoredited,

Within the last year, however, the
bost of the Harney Peak tin mines
hauve bean bought up by other parties
und extensive operations already
ocommepced on the UGertile mine at
Hill City. A fully equipped mining
plant bas been in  operation for
several months an u modern mill and
smelter will soon be ereoted at the
mine for the production of metallic
tin.~From the advance sheets of
the new book on the Black Hills to be
Issued by the Burlington Rallway.
